Maverick athletics is on the 
move. 
UNO will only spend one 


more year in the North Central 
Conference, its current Division II 
home, before becoming a part of 
the Mid-America ‘Intercollegiate 
Athletics Association. In the 2008- 
09 fall season, the Mavs will begin 
playing their first games in'the new 
conference. 

UNO applied to the MIAA, 
also a Division II conference, and 
the university was notified of its 
acceptance on June 22. Shortly 
after that news made its way to 
campus, even more good news 
came down the line: UNO’s football 
team would be allowed to take over 
Southwest Baptists University’s 
former football schedule, allowing 
it to compete for the conference 
: championship immediately. | 

“We're excited about going 
MIAA,” said Athletic Director 
David Miller. “At the same time we 
still have business to take care of in 
the NCC. We're still a member and 
we're proud of that fact and, at that 
same time, were proud of being 
members of the MIAA.” 

The NCC will breakup after the 


2007-08 season, after many of its 
members moved to Division I. 

While university officials 
considered going Divison I,- the 
decision to stay in Division II and 
join the MIAA are in the best interest 
of the school and student athletes, 
said Mike Denney, head wrestling 
coach. 

“It's a great move for us, really 
for every sport,” said Denney. 
“They are competitive in every 


sport; in football we'll keep the full - 


scholarship limit, if you go north 
you'd be cutting down the number 
of scholarships we could offer. The 
MIAA will be the elite conference 
in Division II. It’s the old North 
Central.” 

UNO joined the NCC in 1977. 
Miller said that when the conference 
began breaking apart last year, UNO 
was required to find a new field 
on which its student-athletes could 


compete. 

"Our options for éxpanding 
weren't really attractive. The 
Washington schools were very 


expensive to travel to. The Northern 
Sun [Intercollegiate Conference] 
has a different scholarship limit,” 
said Miller. “Going MIAA was more 
a good home for us and a good fit

Campus newspaper program set 
to arrive on first day of fall classes

Extra! Extra! Want to read all about it? 
Here's your chance. 

On the first day of the fall semester, 
students will find it easier to get print news 
on campus. 

Aswipe of the MavCard is all it will take, 
starting Aug. 27, to gain access to the USA 
Today, Omaha World-Herald and New York 
Times at seven distribution points around 
campus. 

After a successful pilot test, the Student 
Activities Budget Commission approved the 
Collegiate Readership Program in March. 
The program is to be funded by a flat $4 
student fee increase. 

Any student with a MavCard can get a 


Library, Durham Science Center, Roskens 
Hall, Arts and Science Hall, Peter Kiewit 
Institute and the Health, Physical Education 
and Recreation Building. 

For now, only student MavCards will 
be recognized when swiped ata distribution 
point, said. Latavia Adams, . student 
government's ee and public Seen 
officer. 

“IT know professors want access to ithe 
newspapers],” Adams said. “But, for the 
time being, since student fees are paying for 
the newspapers, only Students have access.”

Fall academic calendar falls prey to 
‘calendar creep,’ classes start late

Many students were pleasantly 
surprised to find the first day of 
classes, this upcoming fall semester, 
beginning a week later than normal. 
This change also means the fall 
semester will go into the third week 
of December. 

Rather than beginning on Aug. 
21, the usual starting date, classes 
this year start.on.Aug. 27. 

Although Essa Althawadi, a 
freshman, did. not know the reason 
for the late start, he welcomed it 
nonetheless. —

reason is calendar creep, where we 
follow a seven-year cycle.” 

Both Goldsberry and Wade 
Robinson, associate vice chancellor 
of student affairs, explained calendar 
creep as the after-effect of losing one 
day a year. 

Calendar creep is the loss of 
individual days over the course of 
years, in this case seven, which adds 
up to a week. 

“Due to the calendar year, we 
lose one day a year. Every seven 
years we compensate by starting a 
week later,” said Robinson. "We do 
this, in part, to keep balanced for 
breaks.” 

Jeanne Holdren, administration 
associate for NU Academic Affairs, 
declined to comment on the issue, but 
said there were, “specific guidelines 
that the committee follows.”

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Construction on campus cuts parking possibilities, mayhem ensues

It's inevitable: Parking at UNO must get 
worse before it can get better. 

A “construction notice” was mailed’ out 
this summer, along with the usual parking 
permit information, that warns “parking will 
be limited” this school year. 

This limitation, caused by the construction 
of new student housing and a parking garage, 
means a total of 300 student parking stalls will 
be lost, said Assistant Manager of Campus 


_ Security Paul Kosel. 


One way the university is trying alleviate 
the parking congestion is by encouraging 
students to use off-campus parking. 

“We'te hoping students will take 
advantage of Crossroads and ride [those 
shuttles], rather than trying to fight for stalls on 
campus,” Kosel said. “Traffic patterns are kind 
of difficult to predict right now not knowing 
exactly what enrollment is, class scheduling 
and those kinds of things.” 

Students are able to park in the parking 
garage at the east side of Crossroads Mall 
and take a shuttle to campus. The shuttle 
is available from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. 

For those who prefer not to take the 
Crossroads shuttle, Kosel simply advises to 
come earlier than usual. | 


“If you're going to try to park on-campus, 


“An 8 a.m. class is going to be a little tighter 
than what it used to be, especially on the west 
side. Rather than filling up by 8:30 [a.m.] or 9 
[am.], we'll probably be full by 8 [a.m.].” 

Robert Carlson, professor in the school 
of communication, is reminded of the 
construction of the parking garage on the east 
side of campus in 1985. 

“Tt may end up just like when they built 
[the original] parking garage,” Carlson said. 
“I drove to campus one day and ended up

A new semester of school is upon 
the campus and many freshmen will 
have to find their classes and adjust 
to their new schedules. They will 
spend many hours studying and 
working, while also learning how to 
enjoy time of their own. 

On top of all that are the heavy 
expenses college requires. Buying 
books can be a stressful time for 
many students as they try to stretch 
their college loans. 

According to information 
complied by the Association of 
Students of the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, UNL’s student 
government, one out of five college 
graduates will significantly alter 
their career path because of debt. 

Since the 2000-01 academic year, 
according to the same report, tuition 
prices have increased 73 percent for 
the entire NU system. The average 
UNO student spends $500 to $600 
on textbooks each semester, about 7 
percent of their tuition. 

According to data provided by 
the National Association of College 
Stores and the UNO Bookstore, 
almost 50 percent of each dollar made 
on textbooks goes to the publisher’s 
production and marketing costs, 
with only about 4 percent, pre-tax, 
going to the bookstore. 

While the price of textbooks may 
seem insignificant next to the four 
figure costs of tuition, it has grown 
twice the rate of inflation, and the 
prices have tripled in the last 18 
“years. haar 

Because higher education has 
become so expensive, Danielle 
Nantkes, a Nebraska Senator for 
District 46 in Lincoln, worked on a 
bill that would eliminate the tax on 
books intended for college classes. 
Nantkes said the bill was created to 
represent a targeted tax relief, further 
education objectives and engage 
students, young people and future 
leaders in the legislative process. 

“That would allow a student to 
buy that study guide they might not 
have been able to otherwise afford,” 
said UNO Bookstore Manager Mike 
Schmidt. 

Schmidt said the tax cut would 
benefit students specifically by 
allowing them to purchase more 
books and would benefit the UNO

Bookstore by increasing sales. 

The bill was _ indefinitely 
postponed by a,5-to-2 vote, but will 
be reintroduced in January. 

Cari Talley, a UNO Bookstore 
employee and Criminal Justice major, 
had not heard of the bill, but did 
feel an elimination of taxes would 
help students in the purchase of 
textbooks. 

But many students shopping 
for textbooks in the UNO Bookstore 
were concerned that the elimination 
of taxes on textbooks would only 
mean another tax somewhere else. 
However, Nantkes said this would 
not be the case. 

“The bill will be part of a tax 
reduction, and no taxes will be 
raised,” said Nantkes.

Campus Security tries to continue 
to meet needs of growing campus

When school starts on Aug. 27, UNO’s 
summer of construction will spill over 
into the fall. 

However not all of the university’s 
changes are skin deep; modifications are 
also being made for the security of UNO’s 
students, faculty and staff. 

In the wake of the shooting at Virginia 
Tech University in April, Campus Security 
has begun expanding its campus-wide 
alert system into the on-campus housing. 
“We have always been looking at other 
ways of delivering messages to students 
on campus,” said Paul Kosel, assistant 
manager of Campus Security. “We are 
expanding that now and I think it’/ll 
be in by the first time classes begin.” 

Kosel said the paging system 
will be audible in any location within 
University Village, Scott Village 
and Scott Hall, just as it is currently 
for any other building on campus. 
“If we have to evacuate those buildings 
for some reason, we can do that now,” said 


Kosel, adding that the system will also be 
used during severe weather warnings. __ 


London Yang, a UNO alumnus 
and out-going Scott Village resident 
assistant, did not know about the new 
plan, but said that South Campus has 
always been under high levels of security. 
“(Scott Hall] has cameras everywhere,” 
Yang said. “Outside the building there 
are gates, but even after the gates you 
can’t get in the building [without a key 
card]. There’s a lot of things you have to 
go through especially if you’re visiting.” 

. Yang added that much of the same 
security measures applied to Scott Village, 
the other dormitory on South Campus. 

Regardlessofthestaticsecurityinplace, 
Yang also said “Campus Security make 
their rounds here about every 20 minutes.” 

Attempts to interview management 
of both the north and south campus 
housing for more clarification of their 
security measures were unsuccessful. 
Since UNO is planning on constructing 


anotherdormcomplexonthenorthcampus, 
Koselexplainedthateventually there willbe 
the need for additional officers on his staff. 

However, in the mean time, Kosel said 
Campus Security works as well as they 
can to prevent crimes within their current 
budgetary and employment constraints. 

Kosel said while there was unusually 
large jump in the number of reported 
sexual assaults on campus in 2006, he 
believed it was most likely because of 
more people reporting the assaults, instead 
of more assaults actually occurring. 

“We'd be awfully naive to think that 
it’s never occurred on campus,” Kosel 
said. “Maybe now we're finally getting 
a group of students, or people, that are 
comfortable about reporting it.” 

In the event of an assault, Kosel 
explained that UNO security officers are 
all given “pressure point control tactics” 
training and are instructed on how to 
diffuse a potentially violent situation 
verbally and, if necessary, physically. 
“Our people are trained to get involved, 
separate the people [and] restrain them 
if they have to,” Kosel said. Kosel added 
that the Omaha Police Department is 


always called in if campus security cannot 


resolve the situation peacefully. 

Kosel said while the number of violent 
crimes is low at UNO, Campus Security 
offers many services to keep people as safe 
as possible, such as personal escorts, safety 
checks and motor vehicle assistance. 

However, Kosel says that his 
officers can not be everywhere at 
once and the student must take most 
of the responsibility for keeping 
themselves and their property safe. 
“Some people just have to realize that 
if...you’re gut’s telling you something 
isn’t right that means you should either 
back away, change something or seek 
assistance,” he said. “Give us a call so 
we can get involved and try to help with 
whatever that is.”

While Julich said he believed the total costs for the 
college’s new home would be less if the entire building were 
demolished, Marc Gordman, building services manager for 
the University Library, said there was more than monetary 
value being considered. 

“The old Engineering building has history, the university 
wants to keep it,” Gordman said. “History is valuable.” 

The building’s renovation costs around $14.2 million 
and is funded from money allocated by the state. Two

For years, Student Health Services has offered 
UNO students most everything they could get 
at a doctor’s office, ranging from vaccinations 
to sexually transmitted disease tests, as well as 
check-ups, stitches and many other services. 

Joining the long list is something new this 
semester, a dietitian. Aiming at assisting students 
in following healthy diets and healthy lifestyles, 
the dietitian has its work cut out for it, said Marcia 
Adler, director of Student Health Services. 

The infamous gaining of weight by first year 
college students, known as the freshman 15, is on 
the rise and has become very common, said Adler. 
She said there are three main factors that contribute 
to the freshman 15, lack of exercise, poor eating 
habits and not drinking enough water. 

“People may go to Applebee’s thinking they’re 
being healthy and get a salad that has 4,000 
calories,” Adler said. 

Self-described “super senior” Kelsea Nore said 
she was not sure about weight gain being just for 
freshman. 

“I think it’s more a sophomore, junior 15,” 
said Nore. She said she believed this was because 
many students start drinking then and do not 
have time to eat properly. Despite this, Nore said 
she had actually not gained any weight but lost 
some during her college career. © 

And while right next to Student Health 
Services, on the first floor of the Milo Bail Student 
Center, is a line of soda vending machines, Adler 
said these may be another culprit for unexpected 
weight gain. 

“All drinks other than water contain calories, 
and the majority of students don’t think about 
this,” said Adler. Also, many drinks, such as pop 
makes a person thirstier than they were before 
they drank it. Thirst and hunger are sent as the 
same signal by the body, so a person may think 
they’re hungry when they are in fact thirsty, said 
Adler. 
| Staying fit and keeping in shape is helpful for 

not only the body physically, but could also help 
students attain that 4.0 grade point average. Even 
a jog around campus to break up a long study 
session can be very beneficially to academics and 
health. 

“A healthy lifestyle has been proven to correlate 
directly with academic success,” Adler said.

In midst of purchasing textbooks and registering for 
classes, incoming UNO students should not overlook 
their health records during the admission process. 

Students born after Jan. 1, 1957 must have proof of 
two measles, mumps and rubella vaccinations, which 
consist of two measles dosages and one mumps dosage, 
according to UNO’s Student Health Services Web site, 
studenthealth.unomaha.edu. | 

Marcia Adler, Student Health Services coordinator, 
said the timeframe students are required to provide this 
proof has become stringent the last few years, due to a 
campus discovery of mumps. 


“I actually had a case of mumps here at UNO that 


we proved by laboratory testing last spring,” Adler said. 
“The university took that very seriously because Iowa had 
many kids who were hospitalized with mumps.” 

Adler said incoming international students are 
required to have MMRs and tuberculosis tests conducted 
in the United States. 

Adler said UNO charges $10 for the tests and pays 
for international students’ chest scans if they are on the 
university's insurance. 

Freshmen Teylor Gaskin and Meghan Anderson found 
the immunization requirements important to heed. 

“Especially if you are staying in the dorms, you 
should take the necessary precautions,” Gaskin said. 

Anderson agreed, preferring to error on the side of 
caution. “You don’t want to get measles.” 

Adler said a meningitis shot is also recommended,

especially for those who live around cigarettes, have a 
roommate or have other health issues. 

“It's a real sneaky disease because the people who 
deliver the disease to other people have no symptoms,” 
Adler said. “They don’t know that they’re carriers. ... It’s 
very much targeted at residence hall students.” 

The disease is passed through saliva, so the chances 
of infection go up in tight-knit living areas, such as dorms 
and apartments. 

While vaccinations in general are harmless and safe, 
Adler said red, itchy skin at the site of the injection is 
common following a measles shot, but students should 
not worry much about side effects. 

“The measles shot is a very, very safe vaccine,” Adler . 
said. “We almost never see any kind of reaction.” 

Adler said students may bypass the requirements, 
but opting out has some consequences and is highly 
discouraged. 

“At UNO, we still have students that are on waiver,” 
Adler said. “What would happen if we had an outbreak 
of measles on campus [is] all the waivered students would 
be gone and there’s no tuition refund [for students on the 
waiver].” 

But for the majority of students, vaccinations are a 
take them and forget affair. Junior Seth Dudzinski said his 
vaccinations have done their job. 

“IT have never had measles,” 
“Precaution is always a good thing.”

Supercomputer invades campus

It’s a bird! It’s a plane! No, it’s UNO’s 
newest computer — a supercomputer. 

And it’s fast, really fast. By the time 
it’s completed, it will be among the largest 
and quickest computers in the world. 

The high-performance machine will 

be housed in the new Holland Computing 
Center at the Peter Kiewit Institute. The 
computer will be turned on for fine- 
tuning in mid-August, but won’t be 
fully operational. The center’s estimated 
completion date is mid-September or the 
beginning of October. 

This isn’t your average computer. The 
innards are complex and take up about as 
much space as a large apartment. 

“It’s a high performance computing 
cluster system where you take large 
numbers of computers and you connect 


them all together and it works as one big |

unit,” said Winnie Callahan, executive 
director of the Peter Kiewit Institute. 

The supercomputer will occupy 2,000 
square feet and consist of Dell computers 
with extremely fast and energy-efficient 
AMD quad-core processors. There will 
be 44 racks holding a number of thin, but 
very powerful computers. 

The computers will be cooled and 

secured by a brand new data center, 
donated by American Power Conversion 
InfrastruXure. As of now, a total of 800 
computers are being planned to make up 
the supercomputer. 
- This innovative structure will serve 
as APC’s Midwest display 
center and will, when 
completed, be larger than 
comparable structures at 
Carnegie Melon University 
and Harvard Medical 
School, Callahan said. 

“What you have the 7 aaa 
ability to do is to take this = 
large cluster and subdivide it oa 
to be able to put appropriate ? 
power on a particular job to 
be able to turn it around very 
quickly and shoot it back to 
the person who is doing the 

research,” Callahan said. 
“This fantastic opportunity 


will really put UNO on the 
map.” 
The Holland 


Computing Center will provide the 
opportunity for new classes at the College 
of Information Science and Technology 
in high performance and_ parallel 
computing, management, and security 
for high performance computing systems. 
It also opens the door for a myriad of 
opportunities for other colleges, Callahan 
said. 

“There's a great deal of interest in the 
programs that are offered here,” she said. 
“We've begun to get a fantastic national 
and international reputation at the PKI.” 

The computer will also provide huge 

opportunities in research for various 
companies in Omaha as well as others 
nationwide, she said. 

The university received $4.5 million in 
donations for the project, most of it coming 
from Omahan businessman Richard 
Holland. Various other contributors are 
also responsible and will be announced in 
the coming weeks. 

Nick Harnack, a photography major, 
thinks the supercomputer is right for 
Omaha. 

“It’s a smart idea for it to come to 
Omaha,” Harnack said. “UNO is known 
more for its technology as opposed to 
Lincoln’s agricultural sciences.” 

Callahan said that overall the Omaha 
community seems excited about the 
computer. 

“We are hoping the entire university 
system will benefit from it and the whole 
state as well. It’s a tremendous opportunity 
for the PKI and clearly for Omaha.”

garden area, to a new format for the Inter-library Loan system. The Library has tripled its 5 


average usage since renovations began. 


The newest opening of the 
renovation is the Criss Library 
Garden, a 3,600 square foot outdoor 
reading area on the north side of the 
building. Entrance to the Garden is 
available from the lower level of the 
building. It will be open daily until 
October or November, depending on 
the weather. 

The library has also launched the 
ILLiad (InterLibrary Loan internet 
accessible database) service, which 
is a Web-based system designed 
to improve processing time for 
InterLibrary Loan users to administer 
their ILL requests. 

“Many new software packages 
and databases have been set up over 
the summer,” said Steve Shorb, dean 
of Criss Library. “We now have access 
to the digital version of Early English 
Books Online and ICPSR, which is 
a huge repository of datafiles for 
political science and other social 
sciences.” 

The library hasalso made available 
digital copies of all the Gateway 
newspapers from the 1920s. 

“|Digital newspapers] is one of 
the things we’re doing for UNO’s 
centennial year coming up in 2008,” 
Shorb said.

With 300 fewer parking stalls for students this 
year, parking on campus is going to be even more 
painful this year. Take these tips I’ve learned over my 
four years parking on campus and use them wisely. 
These rules will not guarantee a parking spot, but 
they may offer a bit of help if used correctly. 


Rule No. 1: Get to class early. 

It's so obvious yet oh-so-difficult: get to UNO 
early. I suggest an hour early for the’ first week 
~ parking is obtusely insane at this time. Once you 
get a feel for where to park at what time, you can start 
coming later. 


Rule No. 2: Know the “off-campus parking” lots. 

A few lots exists, it seems, only in legend. Lots 
where parking is always available. They do exist, 
but you will have to walk farther to get to your class 
— and maybe cross Dodge Street or — gasp — take a 
shuttle! 

¢ Crossroads Mall parking garage: Shuttles come 
to this parking garage from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. Just plan to get there early, as you 
may have to wait for a shuttle and still have quite a 
ride ahead of you. Best of all, you don’t have to have 
a permit to park here. Worst of all, it’s a pain in the 
winter. 

¢ Churches: The parking lots of St. Margaret 
Mary’s Church and First Christian Church across 
Dodge Street are often overlooked. Most of the time 
these are open for students with a permit. The walk 
may seem long at first, but they are closer to most 
buildings than one might think. These are sometime 
filled, but it is always a shorter wait than on-campus 
lots. 

Note: The church lots are occasionally closed 
without warning for funerals and other Masses. 

e Elmwood Park: A longer walk than the churches, 
_but.a very pretty walk nonetheless. These lots are best 
for students with classes at buildings on the east side 
of campus. A windy road that leads from Elmwood to 
Dodge Street can also be parked on, but be wary. The 
lane is tight — and do you really trust someone late for 
class to parallel park in front of your car? 

Note: The Elmwood lots are not regularly 
patrolled by Campus Security, which means break-ins 
occur more often. Be sure to lock your doors. 

e South Campus: Our computer friends to the 
south usually have extra parking, and they don’t 
mind sharing. You can take a shuttle to north campus, 
just be sure to get there early. The shuttles often run 
slow. 


Rule No. 3: Use proper “sharking” etiquette. 

Sharking is a term used for waiting in a row for 
someone to leave. Many times this is the only way to 
find a spot, and it saves gas. Just be sure to not steal 
someone’s spot who has been waiting longer than 
you — parking karma will come back at you. Or you

may just get a few nasty words and a middle finger 
as you leave your car. 


Rule No. 4: The “10-minute rule.” 

I suggest not trying this rule on an important day 
of class, as it has a large risk/reward factor. If you 
are running a,little late, and can only get to campus 
about 10 minutes before your class starts, odds are 
that someone just got out of their class and is leaving 
a premium parking spot. This is when you shark. 
Many times you will be able to find a spot near your 
destination building. If you come a few minutes later, 
though, it will likely fail (hence “10 minute rule”). If 
you wait and nobody leaves the row you are waiting 
in, you will most likely end up being very late. 


Rule No. 5: The “I 
already paid $92 for a 
parking permit so why am 
I paying another dollar so 
I can have a parking spot?”

Rule No. 6: Leave the 
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The metered parking on the north side of Milo Bail Student Center and Eppley Administration Building is often an easy 
place to park. However, these spots are patrolled often. Expired meter tickets are $20 each, so be sure to plug the meter.

If you really want to park in a reserved stall, 
there’s a whole slew of administration stalls on the 
west side of the Eppley Administration Building. 


Rule No. 7: Try, try, try! 

Even if you are going to be late, it’s always better 
to go to class halfway through than to skip entirely.

Photography (Journalism 3110) is 
one of the most popular classes for 
students of all majors. It is offered in 
both the fall and spring semesters. 

This fall’s photography classes are 
full. To get into this class for the spring, 
you must register as soon as possible, as 
it fills up extremely quickly. There will 
be four different class times offered. 

Mike Whye will be teaching two 
photography classes this fall. He has 
been working part time at UNO for 
three years and will be taking a full 
time position this fall for one year. 


How is the course designed? 

For the first three weeks, I go over 
the mechanics of the camera. Cameras 
are complex tools with complex 
controls. Once students understand 
it, they can begin to properly use it. 
Once that is down, we begin the 
assignments. 

There will be six required subjects 
the students are to photograph. There 
will also be 11 optional subjects but 
students only have to turn in five of 
them. Each assignment is worth 100 
points. [have students turn assignments 
in digitally but if a student wants to 
use prints, I’ll work with that, too. 

At the end of the course, students 
are required to turn in a photo essay. 
I’m not so much worried about their 
writing as I am the photography. In 
the essay, there should be eight to 12 
photos. I tell students that seven is OK 
and, if you have 13, that’s OK, too. But 
Ll once had a student who tried to turn 
in 83 photos and I told them, “You’ve 
gone a bit overboard.’ The main goal 
of this assignment is to have enough

to be able to tell a story with the essay gnd how to draw the eye to a subject. 


through the pictures. 


Do students need to own a camera? 

No. Students can supply their own cameras but 
we have Fuji cameras that students can check out for a 
couple of days or over the weekend. I usually have three 
to five students who check out cameras. Only students 
who are enrolled in the class can check them out. The 
secretary will have a roster to check off names. 

I really try and tell students that they don’t have 
to go out and buy the top of the line camera. You don’t 
have to have an expensive camera to shoot a great 
picture. You can do just fine with a mid-priced camera. 


What areas are covered? 
I cover the mechanics of the camera first off. These 


are things like shutter speed and how that affects the - 


picture; lenses and the different widths; and lighting. 

Then I go over the application of those mechanics 
in things like photographing architecture, animals, 
weather, people, landscape or how to photograph at 
night—which you don’t do. I generally tell students 
that right before dusk is the best time. 


What type of tests can students expect? 

There aren’t any tests, but I do have one 50-point 
quiz, which covers the mechanics of the camera. I just 
want to make sure and find out, ‘Have I been getting 
this stuff across?’ 

It’s an open-note quiz because, when you’re out in 
the real world photographing things, you'll need to use 
your manual to figure something out. That’s OK to do. 


Do you assign any textbooks? 
I don’t have any books. I do cover a lot of what 


they’re covering in the books, though. I want to cover 
the information in lectures because I understand that 
books can be expensive. I enjoy bringing into the class 
what | do in the real world. 


What are some highlights of the class? 
Students aré able to be a bit artsy about what they 
do. I want students to look at a building, for example, 


and not see it as a building but have some fun with it 
and see it in different angles. 

The photo essay is also another highlight. It gives 
students the ability to turn in more than one picture to 
tell a story. With the assignments, they can only turn in 
one per category. 

I also throw in different subjects and explore 
different facets of photography. There is a wildcard 
category I do, which enables students to do anything 
they want. 

They can be completely different and creative. | 
had one student who experimented with lights and 
motion in the dark. Some people really take off and go 
with it and that’s enjoyable. 


Why should students take this class? 

It gives you another way of looking at the world. 
Photography, for lack of better words, is a snapshot 
of life. It’s a way to tell stories and evoke emotions. 
Sometimes you need to have a sense of sensitivity but 
also a sense of humor on the other end of the scale. You 
can tell stories—that’s one of the things I try to push 
across to students. 


What do you hope students take with them after 
this class? 

I hope they will have acquired a different way 
of looking, literally looking, at life. I want to expose 
people on how to see things. I hope students can notice 
something they haven't seen before, something they’ve 
walked by a dozen times and stop and say, “That 
would make a nice picture,” and convince someone 
else of the same thing.

‘Students tackle shyness, get schmoozing skills down to science

there in the real-world —-really scary. After all; summer 
is the season of socializing, of barbecues and wedding 


- receptions, high school reunions and company picnics, of 
fun-and fear. While many navigate this social landscape __ 
with a natural ease, others often are plagued by awkward 
~ » introductions, clumsy conversations and fumbled first 


impressions. 

Whether due to anxiety, introversion or shyness, 
discomfort in new situations and lack of social skills are 
all hurdles to successful socializing, experts say.. Any one 
of those conditions can cause a person to fade into the 
background of a social situation or to avoid it all together. 
The class at Harper — “How to Schmooze” — aims to yank 
these could-be social butterflies out of theit.cocoons. 


Although it’s unlikely an introverted. person will 


become fully extroverted, it’s possible to help them 
become more outgoing, said Brent Roberts, professor of 
personality development at the University of Illinois ‘at 
Urbana-Champaign. 

Adults between the ages of 20 and 40 typically 
experience a natural change in personality, and courses 
such as the one at Harper can help facilitate that, he said. 

“Tf you are setting the goal to change your personality, 
you should make it a very long-term goal,” he said. “If you 
are going to take a class, take a few and build on them.” 

A crash course on socializing, “How to Schmooze” is 
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designed to arm students with tools to tackle their social ~ 


fears. Rowe-Dimas, a communication specialist, walks 
participants through the basics, covering everything from 
handshakes and eye contact to how to initiate, maintain 
and exit a conversation with grace. 

She also serves as wingman during a series of exercises 
that simulate real world social settings, giving students 
guidance and encouragement in overcoming social hang- 
ups. 

The one-day, $39 course, which Rowe-Dimas began 
at Harper two years ago, is so popular there’s a waiting 
list. The school is planning to offer additional sessions in 
coming months. The class, which typically has between 
16 and_25 students, attracts participants from all stages of 
life, from young adults facing their first year of college to 
retirees looking to kick their social lives into high gear. 

Rowe-Dimas said she often has students who say 
their spouses made them. sign up so they will be better 
company at parties. | 

On a recent evening, she went around the room, 
asking péople why they were there. Several grew visibly 
tense at the thought of speaking up. Called on to respond, 
one woman buried her face in her shirt and Salg, a hate 
being around people.” 

Offering reassurance, Rowe-Dimas said, “Sometimes, 
the thing we hate we could really enjoy if we stepped 
outside our comfort zone.’ 

Over the next two and a half hours, she gently 
nudged students over that threshold by offering them her 
“Schmooze Rules” for social success. 

There are the dos: Look friendly by smiling and giving 
eye contact; make introductions short and sweet; have 
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students don’t seem to be aware 
of is group study rooms.

And the don’‘ts: Don’t talk 
about personal problems or 
complain; don’t fidget or stand 
with hands in pockets or arms 
folded across the chest; don’t 
keep talking if someone looks 
bored. 

There was special emphasis 
on preparation, making sure 
you go to the party with a 
snappy introduction and 
interesting conversational topics 
in tow. And there was plenty of 
practice in joining, maintaining 
and ending conversations, a 
continuum that Rowe-Dimas 
said poses a challenge for most 
people. 

Periodically, students were 
forced to switch groups to help 
build up their confidence in 
approaching strangers. 

During a break, Karen 
Kuzniar of Arlington Heights, 
Ill., said she picked up. some 
helpful hints-such as focusing 
on the bridge of a person’s nose 
to mimic eye contact-but she 
conceded she "de had a way 
to g0. * 
“It’s not a-cure all but it’s 
good first ee to ote some things,” she said. 

_ Experts agree. Larina Kase, a Philadelphia-based 
psychologist specializing in social anxiety, said that 
preparing in advance for a social situation can be helpful, 
but she cautioned not to get too caught up on scripting 
the scene. 

Over analyzing a social encounter canheighten anxiety 
and. mask underlying natural abilities, giving people the 
impression that you are standoffish or aloof.

“One of the positive things in that is that everybody 
realizes that they already know these things and they just 
need affirmation,” she said. “This stuff is not a magical 
formula. It’s just about getting out there and doing it.”

A computer programmer who has worked from his 
home for the last 10 years, Vasquez said he hasn't had that 
much‘experience socializing. And when he does hang out 
with his more outgoing friends, he usually ends up in the 
corner, uncomfortable with striking up a conversation 
with a stranger. 

Now that he’s gotten some tips from the class, he 
plans to join a couple of social clubs to Ree out his new 
schmooze moves. 

“I have the tools so I need the experience. It doesn't 
mean anything until I go out there,” he said. “I am taking 
those steps. They might be small but at least I am trying.”

Rise Against 
The Suffer and the Witness

Robin Williams once said that Canada is “like a loft 
apartment over a really great party,” but don’t tell that to 
Winnipeg’s Comeback Kid. 

Formed in 2000, this hardcore punk band holds 
nothing back in its third studio album, Broadcasting... 
which was released in February. | 

While adding a new vocalist may have caused the 
band to play it safe, the addition of Andrew Nuefield 
makes songs like “The Blackstone,” “In/tuition,” and 
the album’s namesake “Broadcasting...” as unforgiving 
as sucker punch to the face. 

Through some impressive guitar work by Nuefield 
and Jimmy Hieburt throughout the album, Broadcasting... 
is, thankfully, more than just your all-to-common release 
of nothing but a guy screaming into a microphone. 

If you're looking for nuanced musicianship, 
you're not going to find it with Broadcasting..., but 
if you want to get your adrenaline pumping, then 
you would be hard pressed to find anything better. 


Released last summer, Rise Against’s fourth album, 
The Suffer and the Witness is more than a worthy follow up 
to their breakthrough 2004 album, Siren Song of the Counter 
Culture. More powerful and polished than their previous 
albums, the Chicago foursome has managed to help fill a 
growing void in a punk scene that has become stagnant 
with the rise of post-punk and a decline in popularity of 
early-90s staples like Bad Religion and The Offspring. 

Songs like “Ready to Fall” and “Prayer of the 
Refugee” have already become radio hits but tracks like 
“Under the Knife” which showcases Tim Mcllrath’s 
commanding vocals, and “Chamber the Cartridge,” a 
testament to Brandon Barnes’s drumming ability, make it 
a truly well-rounded album. 

Those longing for a pure punk rock sound 
among a wealth of diluted imitations would be 
foolish to ignore Rise Against’s Suffer and the Witness. 


Grade: A 


For almost seven years, the post-hardcore sound 
has become the mainstream and Silverstein is obviously 
looking to capitalize on that popularity with Arrivals 
and Departures, which brings you more of the same. 
However, while the band doesn’t break new ground with 
the album, the members have obviously become more 
comfortable with their sound. 

Silverstein effectively mixes up several-chord 
beats with pounding drum lines and truly addictive 
hooks, producing songs like “Sound of the Sun” and 
“Worlds Apart,” which you can’t help but tap your 
foot to, even if you might be embarrassed to admit it. 
Silverstein also shows its aggressive side with “The Sand 
Will Turn” while “True Romance” shows the band can 
also produce powerful ballads. 

Unfortunately, everything else 
seems to be a. cut and “paste © job. 
Post-hardcore haters won't be swayed by Arrivals and 
Departures but it is worth a listen for fans of the sound.

UNO Television offers education, 
experience for student workers

That person sitting next to you 
in class might be a local television 
celebrity. 

At least, that could be the case 
if they work at UNO Television, the 
student-crewed television studio on 
campus. 

With instruction and assistance 
from several faculty members of the 
College of Communicaion, Fine Arts 
and Media, the student crew “learns 
all aspects of a television production,” 
~ according to Mark Dail, the studio’s 

production coordinator. 

“UNO Television, with the aid 
of students, creates programming of 
special interest for the campus and the 
Omaha area,” said Jim Adams, UNO 
Television’s assistant general manager. 

Students, generally from within 
CCFAM, are hired to produce a wide 
variety of programming that the 
department broadcasts to Omaha and 

occasionally statewide. 

Many members of the student 
crew said the experience they gain 

from working at a full-time television 
studio on campus is incredibly useful 
in securing a job in the real world. 

“I know right now there are [at 
least] six members of our student 
crew who also work for the news 
stations around town,” said David 
Healy, a senior student crewmember. 
“It really is a great springboard for the 
professional job market.” 

Healy said the hands-on experience 
he has gained while working at UNO 
Television is priceless. 

“It’s not just, ‘do this because I say 
so,” Healy said. “It’s ‘do this and this 
is why and this is how it turns out.’” 

Janelle Hislop, a senior studio art 
major and crew member, originally 
considered being part of the crew as”an

at school job that helps me get money,” 
but said she soon found it could also 
teach her a lot. 

Adams said one of the nearly half- 
dozen shows the studio has put on 
the air over the last year is a weekly 
live newscast called the Omaha News. 
Written, filmed and anchored by 
UNO students, the show is a chance 
for students to put their classroom 
knowledge to the test. 

“That’s what I’m after, to make 
sure they get the experience so when 
they go to local stations, even [if it's] 
not here, that they’ve already had that 
feeling of 'this is how we do it',” said 
Dail. “The important thing is they’re 
getting the feeling of what it’s like to 
start and stop, no going back to do it 
over.” 

But weekly newscasts are only the 
tip of the iceberg for UNO Television. 
Adams also explained that the 


studio’s crew have produced multiple | 


documentaries, one of them a high- 
definition feature on Madagascar. 
“That’s something that took a good 
two years to put together,” explained 
Adams. “[It] involved a crew using 
state of the art high-def camera 
equipment traveling to Madagascar 
twice, to spend a week or two there 
shooting video of the people there 
[and] the animals we were showing.” 
Due to costs, no students were able 
to travel along for the trips, but were 
extensively involved in the rest of the 
documentary’s production on campus. 
For Hislop and her fellow student 
crewmembers, just having even a small 


part in creating professional grade — 


work for the Omaha area while in 
an. educational environiment-is a truly 
invaluable experience. 

“Seeing the end result after getting 
everyone together, set it up, taped it, 
edited it, I think that’s one of the best 
feelings,” she said.

The iPhone is one of the most 
heavily promoted items in history. It 
is a cell phone, Web browser, iPod and 
boasts one of the most sophisticated 
touch-screen systems to date. But one 
has to wonder: Are they worth the 
hype? 

According to the numbers they 
definitely are. 

After its first two days on the 
market, Apple reported that they sold 
250,000 iPhones. With Apple’s profits 
up 73 percent over this quarter last 
year and that indefinable buzz factor 
on their side, the company’s goal is 
to sell one million iPhones by the end 
of 2008. 

The iPhone seems to have taken the 
nation by storm, but many Omahans 
are willing to wait for iPhone 2. 

Andrew Hrivnak, a UNO senior 
and Macintosh aficionado, owns a 
MacBook laptop as well as an iPod, 
but is holding off on the iPhone.

The. cost, $499 for the 4-gigabyte 
model and $599 for the 8-gigabyte 
one, is an obstacle even for the most 
ardent of Apple fans. While customers 


inside the Apple Store at Village 
Pointe loved to play with iPhones 
on display, they all voiced similar 
reservations. 

Whether it was not wanting to 
break their current cell-phone contract 
and sign-on with AT&T or simply not 
wanting to drop an entire paycheck on 
a cell phone, everyone that gathered 
around the iPhone kiosk was more 


than content just to play with the 


iPhone for a few minutes. 

At the Genius Bar, where Apple 
customers can come and get free help 
and advice on any Apple product, 
iPhone owner Steve Berment had 
mostly positive things to say. 

“Mine was a gift, and I don’t quite 
understand all the bells and whistles 
yet, but the kids here are always 
ready to explain the basics to old guys 
like me,” he said. “The internet loads 
a little slow, but other than that it’s 
fine.” 

The iPhone has gotten its foot 
in the door with a strong start and 
doesn’t seem to be slowing down. 

With new iPhones hitting Apple 
Store shelves daily and even classes 
on how to use all of its functions being 
offered, its looks like the iPhone is 
definitely here to stay. But, with high 
costs and Internet speeds reminiscent 
of dial-up, it may never reach the wide 
audience it needs to be sustainable.

Ever since the late 1970s, arcades have been a 
main attraction for young adults; and this is just as 
true now as it ever was. Once a niche market, over 
the past three decades arcade options in Omaha 
have become as varied and unique as there are 
games to offer. 

A cost-effective option in Omaha is Nickel-a- 
Play, located across from Nobbies on 120th Street 
and West Center Road. For a $2.50 entry fee, you 
can play a number of arcade and ticket redemption 
games for just nickels at a time. 

“I'd say the biggest difference is the pricing,” 
Chris Gulick, store manager for Nickel-a-Play, said 
about his competition. “Everything else is pretty 
much quarters or points.” 

Nickel-a-Play offer mostly fighters and racing 
games from the early “90s but also features a selection 
of pinball machines as well as carnival-style prize 
and classic ticket redemption games. 

Like other local arcades, Nickel-a-Play is more 
of a party venue but-Gulick says that Nickel-a-Play’s 
small size is something that helps set them apart. 
“We’re more personal,” he said. 

If intimacy isn’t your thing and you're looking 
for a crowd, just five minutes west on 133rd Street 
and West Center Road is Dave and Busters. It offers 
food and drinks in addition to over 200 different 
gaming options. The most popular games, according 
to General Manager Heath McKinney, are sports 
and racing games that attract 
large groups of players. 

Unlike most other 
arcades, Dave and Busters 
uses a system where you 
put money on a rechargeable 
card instead of using tokens. 
Dave and Busters also offer 
a program called “Gold Card 
Members” which offers price 
reductions. 

“All of our games actually 
have two prizes on them,” 
McKinney added. “One prize 
for a regular player and 10 
percent off for Gold Card 
members.”

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However, the one thing that really makes Dave 
and Busters stand out from the crowd is service. In 
addition to 2 full-time employees who are there just 
to repair games on call, Dave and Busters has a full 
sports bar style menu of food and ggg 
drinks that can be served even while 
you are playing a game. 

“You can do anything in our 
Midway and never leave the game,” 
McKinney said. “The service you can 
get is just spectacular.” : 

A similar option located clear 
across town is InPlay at 15th and 
Cuming streets. Located inside the Tip 
Top apartments building, InPlay also 
uses a rechargeable gaming card and 
features a gaming floor, a full service 


bar and a restaurant. According to | = : : 


General Manager Gino Betti, InPlay’s 
banquet and conference center make 
them “a one-stop shop when it comes 
to entertainment.” 

InPlay has only been around for 
two years, but recently underwent a 
management change. 

“I think that we’re turning things 
around as part of the new company 
and making a lot happen in a positive 
way,” Betti said. 


The closest option for UNO 


students is also the one that has been around the 
longest. After 25 years in business, Family Fun explained

Center offers a variety of 
options for every age group 
including over 200 video

Co-owner Tony

The 2007 UNO soccer team looks 
to once again be on the fast track to the 
post-season. 

A heart-breaking 1-0 defeat at the 
hands of Grand Valley State in the NCAA 
quarterfinals proved to be the Maverick’s 
only loss last season, denying 2005’s D- 
Il national champions of their bid to 
repeat.

They won their third 
consecutive NCC title, sixth overall, 
maintaining their No. 1 ranking going 
into the playoffs. 

UNO will have nine starters return 
from last year, including four seniors. 

Ellen Petersen, a senior from Burke 
High, returns as goalkeeper after leading 
the NCC last year in goals against, save 
percentage and shutouts.

The Mavs will return 
three key offensive players 
as well: Brandie Beale, 
Amanda Iwansky and 
Ali Portell. Beale, a senior 
forward, is fourth all-time 
at UNO in career points 


with 36 goals and 26 assists. 
Iwansky, a junior forward, 
was second on the team in 
points last season with 10 
goals and 11 assists. She 
also made the 2006 All- 
NCC first team. Portell 
contributed four goals and 
three assists last year from 
the forward position. 

Two key midfielders 
from last year’s squad will 
also put on their cleats. 

Tara Wegehaupt, 2006 
all-conference first-teamer, 


will join Casey Bigsby, who made the 
all-conference second team a year ago. 

However, missing from this year’s 
roster is one of the best soccer players 
in UNO history, former All-American 
forward Beth McGill. She is UNO’s 
career leader in almost every offensive 
category and was named NCC’s Most 
Valuable Player in each of the last two 
seasons. Another all-region and all-NCC 
teammate missing this year is midfielder 
Amber Richardson. The two of them 
have, without a doubt, left some large 
shoes to fill. _ 

This season - set to kick off Saturday, 
Aug. 18, on the road against Rockhurst — 
is one filled with interesting match-ups. 

One of the more intriguing dates on 
this year’s schedule is Sept. 30, when 
Minnesota State, Mankato, the only team 
to tie the Mavs during the regular season 
last year, will roll into Omaha. Then, on 
Oct. 5, defending National Champion 
Metro State will visit Mav-country for a 
potential showdown of supremacy.

This is what the new BlackBerry 
phone boasts, as well as e-mail, IM, web 
browser, camera, media player, GPS, 
touch-ball mouse and an organizer / 
planner.

Unfortunately, it also comes with 
something the cell phone companies 
won't tell you about. 

It’scalled radio frequency radiation, 
and it is known to painfully inflict 
symptoms on people living 100 meters 
from the towers such as: dizziness,

irritability, rise in blood 
pressure, pressure behind 
the eyeballs, joint pains, 
high-pitched noises in 
their ears, itchy systemic 
rash and even internal 
bleeding.

if you consider that cars are a century 
old. We are still discovering their effect 
on the environment daily. 

So how does this affect me? Bees 
pollinate plants, trees and flowers. 
They are not the only creatures to do 
this, but they do most of the work. 
Farmers use movable beehives to 
pollinate their crop. 

If the bees go, the farmers will 
have to come up with a new way to 
pollinate, or a vast percentage of crops 
will yield no fruit, one-third of the 
worlds food supply is pollinated by 
creatures such as bees. Bees pollinate 
90 percent of apples, 
which would represent 
a $40 million dollar loss, 
according to a study done 
by Penn State College of 
Agricultural Sciences. 
It would also devastate 
an entire food chain of 
animals that prey on bees, 
their larva and the plants 
they pollinate. 

Note that this is only 
happening in the US; 
other countries, 

including our _ close 
neighbors Mexico and Canada, are 
unaffected. 


Europe is not a continent where cell 


phones are uncommon, yet they remain 
virtually unaffected. Perhaps Europe’s 
use of satellites and less frequent use 
of towers could be the cause. In that 
case, a possible bifurcation would 
be to switch primary cell phone use 
in the U.S. from tower to satellite 
technology. 

You never know what effects that 
might have, though, so if you really 
want to save the earth, cell phones need 
to evolve or die. Just like everything 
else in nature.

If so, several possible solutions have 
doubtless come to your mind. 

Personality may be one of them. 
Surely, that makes for popularity, and 
that, in turn, influences student support. 
But is personality all? No, indeed, there 
is a greater essential. 

Again, you may say he or she, has 
ability. Many students have ability, and 
personality too, for that matter. In fact, 
they may have a number of desirable 
qualities; but the most essential one may 
be lacking. 

Observe a successful class officer, and 
you will see for one thing that he may be 
relied upon in every exigency. He may 
be expected to perform faithfully the 
duties of his office. He will invariably 
do what he says he will do. He has 
a conscience which permits him to do 
only that which is demanded for the 
good of the organization of which he is 
an officer. He has, in short, a sense of 
responsibility: 

He need not be popular in a social 
sense; he need not have exceptional 
qualities of leadership; he need not be 
an accomplished public speaker; he must 
only be reliable.

But 
they are not absolutely essential as is 
the quality of being duly cognizant of 
his duty and of being faithful in the 
_ performance of that duty to the best of

24, 1969, edition of the Gateway, edited by Jerry Flood. 


The same old problems on this campus have come 
to the surface once more. 

Apathy. 

AtUNOit takes on as many formsas there are issues. 
In the instance reported in today’s issue of the Gateway, 
it is the lack of support for legislation concerning the 
existence and growth of the University. 

However, issues such as this are left to the minority, 
the same small group that is often referred to on other 
campuses as militants or by some other catch-all 
phrase. 

It is the same small group of persons who have 
introduced a resolution passed by the Student Senate 
which will make the school’s policy toward military 
material more reasonable. 

Obtaining student support for virtually any project 
at UNO is not the easiest project ever undertaken. And 
the issues given about are proof of that. 

There are more. 

In this issue, the Gateway has devoted substantial 
space to a advertisement for a football night. The 
attempt is to have at least 8,000 persons at a home 
football game. To achieve this fantastic number, 
however, there needs to be strong support from the 
student body. 

Eight thousand persons from a student body of 
12,500 students and a city the size of Omaha seems 


little to ask in the way of supporting a university. 
Of course these problems are the rule and not the 


exception. Even the students who bought the newly 


instituted UNO hunting license accepted their plight 
with little complaint. 

The $12 parking stickers caused a momentary 
flourish of yelling by students unable to park on 
campus, but in one week of school the noise died 
down. It would have been worth while is students 
would have banned together and burned their stickers 


in protest just to get some type of reaction. 


Some students did take issue with the parking 
problem and parked in a restricted area knowing they 
would get a ticket. These students felt it was more 
important to go to class than it was to worry about the 
$3 it would cost them to park illegally. 

This action may be very commendable in an 
academic sense, but these same students:could be seen 
hours later stuffed into the Ouampi Room trying to 
find a place to park themselves. 

Again student action of arly form would seem to 
be called for and again none of the consequence was 
heard. 

And this pattern of frustration has been with the 
student since school began this semester. Everywhere 
on campus the condition is one of overpopulation for 
the existing facilities. 

Sidewalks are clogged, classrooms filled to capacity, 
and even the library has more students than it can 
handle.

1972: Too Few Doing Too Much For So Many

One of the recurring problems seemingly 
inherent to a “commuter campus” like UNO is an 
obvious lack of interest on the part of the majority 
of students. At best they see the university as a 
place to study and eventually obtain a degree, at 
worst as a “bad job,” one that can thankfully be left 
behind at the end of the day and forgotten about. 

At any rate, if apathy is a disease, then UNO is 
in the midst of an epidemic. 

Unlike schools that have dormitories and 
therefore have a large group of semi-permanent 
residents, UNO cannot compete with jobs and 
homes as the center of attention for students’ 
extra-curricular activities. The result is apathy, and 
the end result is that those few students who do 
become involved in the school are soon to be found 
everywhere doing everything. 

Student government therefore ceases to be 
even an attempt at democracy and is transformed 
into what is literally an oligarchy. 

Those few students who are wealthy in terms 
of time are the same students who can be found 
at every meeting. The people at the Student 
Senate meetings are the same ones on university 
committees, are the same ones at club meetings, 
and are often the same ones writing for this 
newspaper. 


Elections to fill vacancies on the UNO Student 
Senate will end two weeks from today. More likely 
than not the same names will appear on the ballot 
(with the exception of Freshmen seats) and when it 
is all over the same old faces will be present at the 
next Senate meeting. 

The Student Senate, supposedly an alternative 
to the “Establishment,” is in the process of becoming 
just another Establishment of sorts. 

You can change this. One of the easiest things 
to get involved with is student government and 
related student activities. There is a great deal 
of room for mobility in the sphere of student 
government because of the overwhelming amount 
of work to be done and the underwhelming 
response from students, and one of the worst-kept 
secrets on, campus is the ease with which one can 
get elected to the Student Senate.

Congratulations, and welcome to UNO! 

I won't bore you with that old “you are about 
to embark on a marvelous journey” stuff, but as 
a fifth-year senior here, I do have some friendly 
advice that could make your collegiate life a little 
easier. 


1. See yourcounselor. Repeatedly, Irecommend 
you seek out one counselor in your department 
and stick with that person throughout your years 
here. Get to know your counselor and work hard 
to build a relationship. Make an appointment 
at least once a semester and anytime a problem 
arises with your classes or class schedule. You 
will be surprised how many kinds of problems 
your counselor can straighten out for you. Let 
them know your class preferences, but take their 
advice. Not all classes are offered each semester, 
so let your counselor guide you. 


2. Start slowly. Some freshmen try to take 
18-24 credit hours right away. Bad idea. Most of 
you are branching out on your own for the first 
time...encountering bills, deadlines, part-time 
jobs, schedules, etc. There will also be pressures 


to increase your social calendar. You’re going to 
meet hundreds of new people in the next few 
years, making your college life both fun and 
exciting. Therefore, I suggest beginning with 12- 
15 credit hours to see if that is the type of load 
you want to handle. I took no more than 12 credit 
hours each semester, and that gave me ample time 
for study, part-time work and most weekends 
free. 


3. Join. There are more than 100 student- 
centered clubs and organizations on campus - 
Student Government, professional organizations, 
media and entertainment, special interest 
groups, sports clubs, ethnic groups, religious 
organiZations, honor societies, fraternities and 
sororities. Our biased opinion rates writing for 
the Gateway as the number-one organization 
opportunity. A complete list of these organizations 
is printed elsewhere in this paper. The benefits are 
incredible. You'll develop life-long friendships. 
You'll be among any number of students who 
have taken the classes you are taking and can help 
with study efforts and advice. Some groups have 
hand-me-down textbooks (a real money saver!). 
You'll also build your leadership skills. One thing 
is for sure — you'll never be alone. 


4. Find a mentor. Those who join clubs and 
organiZations are in the best situations to find a

If you aren't 
the joining type, seek out older students or your 
favorite professor for advice. Don’t ever think you 
have to plug away through college all by yourself.

5. Go to class. All too often I hear freshmen 
say things like, “I paid for this class.

I hope you 
are here to learn how to think, to open your eyes 
to a new world of understanding and to prepare 
yourself for a professional career.
